bonds when issued shall be a direct 
obligation of the State and for the 
prompt and faithful payment of the 
principal and interest thereon, the full 
faith and credit of the State is hereby 
irrevocably pledged and such bonds 
shall be exempt forever from all taxes 
of every kind. Two Hundred Thou- 
sand Dollars of the proceeds of these 
bonds shall be set aside and expended 
for the permunent construction and 
permanent improvement of public 
school buildings in 6ach county in the 
State when authorized by appropriate 
laws passed by the Legislature and 
the remainder of the proceeds of said 
bonds shall be wet aside and expended 
for the permanent construction and 
permanent improvement of the school 
buildings for the institutions of higher 
learning, including the normal schools, 
in this State, when authorized by ap- 
propriate laws passed by the Legisla- 
ture. To create a sinking fund for the 
prompt and faithful payment of the 
principal and interest of these bonds

JUDGE PARKS CALLS GRAND 
JURY INTO EXTRA SESSION 
THIS WEEK.

The grand jury of Coffee County 
was ordered to re-convene Monday by 
Judge W, L. Parkss, in Cireuit Court 
here. his, so far as we have been 
able to learn is unprecedented in the 
county, as the grand jury was re- 
only Tuesday of last week, 
Grand juries haye been called in ex- 
tra session, but not so soon after their 
regular session, 

The trouble came about Monday 
when two witnesses perjured them- 
selves, and the situation was so un- 
usual, that Judge Parks deemed it 
advisable to make a speedy investiga- 
tion, The witnesses, Lee White and 
John Boswell, had appeared before 
the grand jury, it seems, at a former 
session and gave evidence against 
Iidlo Nelson on a charge of violating: 
the prohibition lawss. When the case 
was called for trial Monday, these 
Witnesses testified in opposition to 
their former testimony. Judge Parks 
ordered the case against Nelson 
dropped, and immediately had the 
sheriff to take White and Boswell in 
charge and place them in jail, at the 
same time ordering the grand jury re- 
assembled to look into the matter. 

It seems that White and Boswell 
and the Nelons have bewn prosecuting 
one another in two or three cases for 
violation of the prohibition laws, and 
also in a case of assault with intent 
to murder, wherein Ben Nelson was 
seriously cut in a fight a few months 
White and Boswell were both 
convicted in the court here this week 
for violating the prohibition law and 
drew heavy fines from the jury. And 
they are now facing the charge of 
perjury, which no doubt will go se- 
riously with them. The whole situa- 
tion seems rather complexed, and the 
grand jury will be called on to help 
clear it up. 

Criminal law violators have been 
receiving severe punishment at the 
hands of juries in the Court here last 
week and this. Many convictions 
have been brought about, and it is 
understood that a number of pleas of 
guilty have already been entered by 
defendants. 

Judge Parks, in ordering the grand 
jury into extra session to investigate 
the above case, as well as other mat- 
ters, is carrying into effect his oft 
repeated statement that he will use 
cvery means at the command of the 
court to punish those who violate the 
law, and break up the lawlessness in 
the county, It is said that the Judge 
will pass sentence on quite a large 
number some time this week, either 
Friday or Saturday. 

The Grand Jury was’ ordered to 
meet Wednesday morning, and the 
body will have two murder cases to 
look into. One of these occurred in 
the lower edge of the county last 
Wednesday, when Cicero Phillips shot 
and fatally wounded N. C. Smith, of 
Samson. The other is a negzro mur- 
der cases which occurred Sunday east 
of town, 

The Court will probably be in ses- 
sion until Friday, and _ will have 
cleared many cases from the docket.

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COMPLETE REPORT OF GRAND 
JURY IS GIVEN; 103 TRUE 
BILLS RETURNED, 
man ces 
To the Honorable W. L. Parks, Judge 

of the 12th Cireuit: 

We, the Grand Jury, empaneled by 
your Honor on last Monday, Novem- 
ber 21st, respectfuly present this as 
our final report: 

There have been presented to the 
Grand Jury 196 reported violations 
of the law, to each of which we have 
given careful, thorough and pains- 
taking attention. As as result of our 
investigation, we return herewith in- 
dictments in such cases as we deemed 
fitting and proper for the publie 
good, there being 23 felonies, and 80 
misdemeanors. Many of the matters 
coming before our Grand Jury have 
been of minor importanes, and 
as usual frivolous. In all matters, 
we have made as complete investiga- 
tion as possible, and we have to re- 
port comparatively few crimes of the 
more serious and aggravated sort, 
There is a healthy, wholesome regard 
for law and for law enforcement, and 
in the main there exists a willingness 
to aid the courts in the effort to cove 
with the widespread disrespect for 
constituted authority and the enforce- 
ment of our criminal laws. From 
general knowledge we are well aware, 
of the alarming manifestation of 
criminal acts over our entire country, 
and our citizenship in this part of 
Alabama seems to have yeached the 
logical and patriotic conclusion that 
courts and juries are about all left 
them for their protection, therefore 
they must and will be maintained. 
To do otherwise is simply to turn our- 
selves, those we love and hold dear, 
and what we have to the criminal, re- 
sulting in total anarchy and the sur- 
vival of only the strongest. In assum- 
ing and maintaining that attitude, and 
sticking to it with courage and firm- 
ness, we are protecting our homes 
and our boasted civilization from this 
menace to good government. We be- 
lieve the criminal element of our 
people are in the minority, and that 
minority must be restrained and re- 
duced if this is to continue to be a 
government of home-loving, peace- 
able, God-fearing men and women. 

As your Honor so forcibly stated 
on Monday, we find it true that the 
hip-pocket bootlegger, liquor purvey- 
or, pistol-toter and automobile road- 
hog-is the most commonly met law 
violator in this section. You will note 
we return into court quite a number 
of true bills in which this form of 
criminal misconduct will be brought 
to trial before our juries, and in this 
connection we appeal to future petit 
juries to cooperate with grand juries 
in their effort to look after the small 
offenders in time, and stop them be- 
fore their careers extend to worse 
crimes. In this connection, we wish 
to commend our officers in general. 
They have apparently been active and 
successful in apprehending those en- 
gaged in the liquor traffie and other 
open law violations, and deserve the 
commendation and hearty and cordial 
support of our people. Due to the 
vigilance of our officers along this 
line, there is less reported trouble 
from public drunkenness, disturbing 
religious worship, profanity in public 
places, as well as the more serious 
crimes of assault and battery, assault 
to murder, murder itself and other 


some, 


capital felonies, 

Committees from the Grand Jury 
have visited all parts of the court 
house, county jail, and such other 


places as the law required, and we re- 
port favorably both as to their good 
condition, repair and general manage- 
ment, and have no recommendations 
to make at this time. 

The books, bonds and records of 
our county officers were examined 
and gone into as fully as we could in 
our limited time, and apparently are 
in good shape, their records are neat- 
ly kept, their bonds sufficient, and 
the affairs of the County show effi- 
cient, up-to-date management. Due 
to the fact that our County leases its 
convicts under a contract, we have no 
convict camps, prison camps and the 
like. We feel that we are ,and should 
continue to be proud of the fine roads 
in the county and the manner in 
which they are built and maintained. 
Remarkable progress in road-building 
and upkeep is noted in every section 
of our county. 

We would not close this report 
without extending our thanks to your 
Honor for the sincere, and 
courageous charge you gave us Mon- 
day. It stimulated us and inspired us 
to do our full duty as patriotic citi- 
zens and officers of this court, and 
aroused our pride in the fact that we 
were deemed worthy to serve on the

We 
would like to see this charge pub- 
lished and placed in the hands of 


every citizen of the County, as we 
think it a message of weight and 
worth, and calculated to inspire emu- 
lation and practice in the lives of all 
of us who want to do right, deal fair- 
ly and measure up to the high stand- 
ard of excellence set by your Honor 
in your charge.

According to Mr. Burlrett’s story, 
Phillips was not at home when the 
levy was made, nor was he there at 
the first stop the officers made Wed- 
nesday morning, but as they passed 
he house on their return after hunt- 
ing elsewhere for him, they saw Phil- 
lips standing at his home and 
ped. The officers spoke and Phillips 
spoke, and then Phillips raised a shot 
gun he had in his hand and fired into 
the car at a distance of probably not 
over 15 feet. 

Mr. Smith, who was driving, fell 
over against Mr. Burkett, who him- 
self received some shot in the army 
Mr. Burkett managed to start the car, 
and when a safe distance from the 
Phillips home, got Mr. Smith over to 
the passenger’s seat and started for 
Samson. The injured man was 
to Dr. Tankersley’s office, where at- 
tention was given him. 
found that the shot, lodging in the 
spinal cord, and paralyzed the right 
side of the body. It was later de- 
cided to take the patient to Dothan 
for any possible surgical treatment, 
but fear was expressed as the Ledger 
went to press that he would not be 
alive when that place was reached.

The entire sales force of the local 


dealer was kept busy throughout the 
day and evening pointing out the new 


features of this new ear which Henry 
Ford hiniself has deseribed as being 
“superior in design and performance 


to any now available in the low price, 
light car field.” 
IiXven before the  display-rooms 
were opened at eight o’clock, there 
was a line of visitors on hand to be 
the first to get the story of the new 
ear, On all sides were heard com- 
ments of surprise at the striking 
change in the appearance of this new 
Ford line, The low, rakish lines, the 
striking new colors and the luxurious 
equipment of these new automobiles, 
made a marked impression upon the 
crowds of visitors. 

Even more impressive to the visi- 
tors, however, were the details of 
performance as they were unfolded 
by attendants. Visitors were partic- 
ularly struck with the speed, pick-up 
and ease of handling of the new cars 


and with the fact that they are 
equipped with four-wheel brakes, 
shock absorbers and standard gear 


shift transmission of the type used in 
cars in a much higher price class.
